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A Japanimation Consumer Guide 
By Dave Irish 


Being collectors of Japanimation related hems, we all search for 
those hideaway places that cater to our needs (7) or anticipate the 
huckster's room at conventions, all to buy those rare foreign toys, 
models, and roman albums from the Orient. We may also purchase 
videotapes of our favorite shows, or shows that we havent seen yet. We 
all save our meager earnings, anticipating with unbridied avarice, the 
ownership of those most fantastic objects that top our wish lists. One 
thing that none of us fancies, however, is getting ripped off by jerks who 
think that they've cornered the market on Japanimation merchandise. In 
this article, I'll tell you what to look out for, and how to poesbly change a 
retailer's mind on his pricing. 


Yideo Tapes 


First off, let's tak about videotapes. We all know about 
videos, since our club wouldnt exist without them. Let me just say that 
first off, f you Rnow what's good for you, socialize with other club 
members and break into the various networks of people who trade 
tapes. Tapes that are fairly old or common can be easily had, and you 
meet the right people, you can get great copies of them ( people who 
record everything at 8-hour speed regardless of previous tape qually 
are scumm! ). 
Only buy videotapes as a last resort — when nobody 
else can get them, or when is too new to be around. Only buy tapes Ff 
the vendor guarantees that t's elther off of a laser disc, or close to k 
Many unscrupulous merchants, particularly at conventions, court on the 
fact that the first time you see them will be the last, as well. You should 
also ask the vendor to let you view the tape before purchase, ihe has a 
YCR present 
Make sure that K's recorded at 2 hour speed, too. You're paying 
for a quailty tape, not some grainy Sth generation tape full of fade and 
ee roe an $15 for a tape, youre getting ripped off. A

Models and toys 

We've all been to Mr. Big's fan-explolation center and seen his 
$70 Macross Vakyries or the Yakyrie battle armor (_ pieces of plastic 
that you slip onto an already existing Vakyrie. ) that costs $60, not to 
mention those $50 mode! kits of the Yamato. Face t—Mr. Big's Toyland 
( on Moody street In Watham ) Is a rip-off pint as far as Japanimation is 
concerned, the only consideration being his overstoock of Macross 
mintmodel kits. | used to go down the street to Outer Limks and get the 
same stuff for a fraction of Mr. Big's price. The people at Mr. Big’s 
actually lle sometimes, telling you how rare and expensively hard tis to 
get certain tems. | inquired about a couple of $30 robots and got this 
Story of how old and rare they were, and how they were limited edition 
and ail that garbage. Well, that same day, | went to the Outer Limits and

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there| Forget shopping for Manga or Roman Albums at Mr. Bigs, too. 
They havent gotten anything new In years as far as those lems are 
concerned, and are stuck with a few kkidy-books that have thick 
cardboard pages, which are sold at bargan prices for clearance. Back 
when | first started collecting Roman Albums, Mr. Big's used to sell 
them for $20 and $30, when you could wak down the block and pick 
them up at Outer Limks for just $10. | guess the bottom line to avoid 
buying anything at Mr. Big's toyland unless youre desperate. 

Outer Limits is a great place to shop for model kits and books. 
Most of thelr prices are reasonable, and they have a fairly good 
selection. The only problem is that they dont make wise 
purchases—they're uninformed about what we want, so we've got to tell 
them what we want them to get in the future, whenever we go there. 


Make ta point. As mentioned before, you can get many of the same 


tems here that you can get at Mr. Big’s, usually at a fraction of the cost. 
Outer Limits also carries a large array of comic books, and general gets 
the English transiations of Japanese Manga that are currently being 
produced as well as some fanzines Ike Animag and Anime-zine. 

Bop City comics, (80 Worcester Ad. Framingham, Ma.) is simitar 
to. Outer Limts in t's pricing and variety. The owner ic a real 
Japanimation fan, and has lots of hard-to-find hems. They also rent 
Japanimation videotapes for $3 a day, though many of them are of 
questionable quaiky. 

Hucksters at conventions range between Outer Limits and Mr. Big 
wth thelr pricing and honesty. I you shop around, you can usually get 
@ good deal. One trick I've learned is to get some price tags (small 
variety stores might let you have some.) and stick them on some of 
your model kit boxes that you save, writing low prices on them. Bring 


_ these along with you to the convention as “proof” that other venders in 


b 


the Huckster’s room have lower prices on similar Rems. t's a dirty rick 
but, but bargains are the name of the game-—-t's war out there, war on 
prices! Other haggling tricks require smart taking and bulishi+itg 
tactics. They wont lower prices below cost unless they're dumb. t's all 
fair as far as collectors are concerned 

Again, you've got to judge prices by age and familiarly. f the tem 
you want is recent, t had better be inexpensive. I i is old, and you 
havent seen K in ages, expect f to be priced accordingly. Ff you see 
something that’s Interesting, and the merchant claims k's rare, I's time 
to haggle. 
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F you dont want to wa for conventions or cant get around bo the 
stores mentioned, you might like to get stuff through the mall. Mall order 
IS usually less expensive than merchants or hucksters, but there are 
places you have to watch out for. 

Books Nippan offers a large collection of stuff, ranging from 
videotapes and laserdiscs ( All original copies ) to books and manga. 
Unfortunately, they are ridiculously overpriced. Videotapes range from 
$125 to $250. Ther books and manga arent too pricey, and can 
actually be called affordable. 

Anime Zone is okay for prices, but they have the most notorious 
service in the county, even worse than that of the church of tre 
SubGenlus. Some people claim to have waited up to 6 months for stuff 
form them, only to have their order screwed up! Buyers beware. 

In My personnel experience, the ultimate and arguably best place 
to buy stuff from is Nikaku Animart. They've got the lowest prices I've 
seen, and their service is lightspeed. They've got the best selection of 
compact discs for $25 I've seen.
